It is estimated 
that not less than 30,00«> met death 
in the hideous massacre inflicted by 
the imperial troops when they de- 
scended on the touu to weak ven- 
geance oil the non-combatant popu- 
lation. 
News of the massacre has given 


great impetus 
to the rebel cause. 


Thous-indh of Chinese who have hith- 
erto either been loyal to the throne 
or disinterested i:i reforms are now 
pledging their money and lives to the 
rebel cause. 


Washington, Nov. 11.—That the 


fear of a massacre of foreigners in 
China was justified, was indicated 
in a dispatch here today from Rear- 
Admiral Murdock commanding the 
American fleet at China, stating that 
the Manchus attempted to set fire 
to the foreign settlement at Fuo 
Chow.
